Parking dispute 
led to hammer 

attack - COURT TOLD

A DISPUTE over parking 
near a Maesteg allotment 
culminated in a man being 
smashed over the head 
with a hammer. 

William Sparey (60) crumpled 
to the ground when he was struck 
by 52-year-old Calvin Edwards. 

Edwards, unemployed, of 
Caerau with no previous convic¬ 
tions, admitted charges of wound¬ 
ing and assault. 

He was sentenced to 12 months 
imprisonment suspended for two 
years, and made subject to a 9pm 
to 7am curfew for four months, 
which involved electronic tag¬ 
ging. 

He was also ordered to pay Mr 
Sparey £1,500 compensation and 
£250 prosecution costs, ordered 
to carry out 200 hours unpaid 
work, and be subject to supervi¬ 
sion for a year. 

Judge William Gaskell said he 
accepted that Edwards did not 
have the hammer initially with a 
purpose of carrying out the attack. 

“As you told the police, you 
lost control of yourself. As you 
put it, you lost it and saw red. You 
accept there was no excuse for 


your behaviour.” 

Mr Sparey, he said, suffered “a 
deeply unpleasant injury” and had 
made a complete recovery and at 
no time had wanted to exacerbate 
the situation.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said Mr 
Sparey had had an allotment near 
Caerau for 30 years. 

He would often park his vehi¬ 
cle up a lane near Edwards’ home. 

Edwards took exception to this 
and last summer his resentment 
boiled over. 

He shouted at Mr Sparey for 
churning up the grass and on one 
occasion punched him in the 
mouth, causing a cut lip and a dis¬ 
placed tooth. Mr Sparey did not 
report the matter to the police. 

But in October when Mr 
Sparey was leaving the allotment, 
Edwards shouted at him “I’m 
going to give you a ******* ham¬ 
mering.” 

The following day, Edwards 
approached him armed with a 
claw hammer and hit him to the 
head above the left eyebrow. 

Mr Sparey crumpled to the 
ground bleeding heavily. 

He was taken to Morriston 
Hospital where eight stitches 


were put into the wound and he 
also suffered a small fracture. 

Mr Trigg said the two men had 
known each other for 10 years. 

Edwards’ counsel Kevin Seal 
said: “He acted in the heat of the 
moment. He suffers from dia¬ 
betes, high blood pressure and 
high cholesterol, but that is hard¬ 
ly a excuse. 

“It is a tragedy for him to be 
before the court. He is highly 
thought of in the community and 
is normally a polite citizen. At the 
time of the assault, he was using 
the hammer in the garden. 

“He realises he should not have 
used it. Until now he has led a 
blameless life.”

“They have left the 
school sports field in a 
dangerous state and this 
may prevent the school 
from holding its sports 
day,” he said.

under a new title IFCA. 

Perhaps the time has come for all 
the town and community councils in 
the borough to make comments; this 
development (if approved), will pro¬ 
vide training facilities for our young 
athletes in the future. 

Coun Diane Bums has stated that 
Bridgend is not a city but a small 
town - it was, when I was a girl. 

Bridgend now boasts two of the 
largest housing developments in 
Europe, and I can’t recall any opposi¬ 
tion, when Broadlands was being 
developed, from the Ewenny/Merthyr 
Mawr residents. 

In fact, a comment at one meeting 
was that it would not make much dif¬ 
ference as we already had 
Bryntirion/Cefn Glas on that side of 
the A48. 

The residents and their families 
deserve the chance to use these facili¬ 
ties. The elected councillors should be 
ensuring that conditions will favour 
our young people in the future.

Keeping

SINCE ‘Operation 
Leap’ was launched in 
January, the Wales 
Road Casualty 
Reduction 
Partnership static 
camera van has been 
a regular sight for 
Maesteg residents. 

The traffic offences 
campaign was begun by 
PCSO Bella Rees in 
response to public con¬ 
cern about offences 
committed by some road 
users in the Llynfi 
Valley. 

The static van parks 
on roads that have been 
identified as having 
increased numbers of 
drivers travelling at 
excessive speed - to act 
as both a deterrent and 
detector of speeding. 

A spokesman 
explained that as a result 
of data collected during 
the campaign, the 
Partnership has now 
nominated two new offi¬ 
cial speed camera van 
sites within the valley. 

The van can now 
locate anywhere along 
the A4063 in the 
Llangynwyd and 
Cwmfelin wards and 
also on Heol Ty Gwyn 
in the Maesteg west 
ward with immediate 
effect. 

PCSO Bella Rees 
said: “This is a fantastic 
result for the valley and 
its residents and is a 
great example of what 
can be achieved when 
everybody pulls together 
to create a community 
response to community 
concern.” 


THOUSANDS of 
local pensioners will 
again qualify for a 
council tax discount, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
has announced. 

A spokesperson stated 
that anyone who 
received the discount in 
2010 will not need to 
reapply as BCBC has 
decided to automatically 
write to last year’s recip¬ 
ients asking them to con¬ 
firm that they wish their 
application to be consid¬ 
ered for 2011. 

The council has been 
allocated £163,534 by 
the Welsh Government to 
help local pensioners 
with their payments. Last 
year, approximately 
5,500 pensioners in the 
county borough benefit¬ 
ed from the scheme, 
receiving a one-off pay¬ 
ment of £30.55 towards 
their council tax. 

The spokesperson 
explained that to qualify 
for the one-off payment, 
pensioners must be liv¬ 
ing in the borough, liable 
for council tax and be at 
least 65. Anyone receiv¬ 
ing a discount because 


they live alone is still eli¬ 
gible to apply as long as 
they meet the criteria. 

BCBC is urging any¬ 
one who has turned 65 in 
the last year, or who 
qualified last year but 
has since moved house, 
to also apply for the dis¬ 
count. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
resources, said: “Last 
year’s scheme was popu¬ 
lar, easy to understand 
and straightforward to 
distribute, meaning we 
were able to help 5,500 
pensioners. 

“It also meant we 
found other pensioners 
that we could help with 
longer-term council tax 
benefit. 

As well as contacting 
last year’s recipients, we 
hope that anyone who 
has recently turned 65 
will get in touch with us 
to benefit from this sim¬ 
ple, one-off scheme. 

“I’m delighted that we 
are able to use this fund¬ 
ing from the Welsh 
Government in such a 
positive way for local 
pensioners.”

- REPORT TO BOROUGH COUNCIL 


MORE THAN 1,000 properties are at ‘some 
risk’ of flooding in Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, although no areas are at risk of seri¬ 
ous harm, according to a new report. 

Bridgend County Borough Counci (BCBC) 
cabinet members heard that as well as 1,000 
properties, 650 businesses are also at some risk 
throughout the borough, with a 1 in 200 annual 
chance of flooding occurring. 

Special management strategies were in place to 
deal with the problems of flooding locally. Flood 
risk data and historic record data which were col¬ 
lected for the preliminary flood risk assessment 
report have now been added to a new database, 
and any new flooding incidents will be recorded 
in a set format to make assessments more reliable 
and consistent in future. 

The report has been approved by the 
Environment Agency, and BCBC deputy leader, 
Coun David Sage, said: “This is a very important 
report aimed at reducing the risk of floods here in 
Bridgend county borough. 

“We know we do have some places which can 
be affected by flooding, but it is reassuring to 
know that we have a good database and local 
teams on hand to monitor the situation and take 
appropriate action when necessary.”

GEM report on cat 
centre’s SOS moves 
new AM to action 


AN article in last 
week’s GEM which 
described how the 
Cat Protection 
League’s Bridgend 
adoption centre 
was snowed under 
with unwanted cats 
and kittens 
prompted a region¬ 
al AM to offer her 
services as a volun¬ 
teer with the chari- 

ty- 

Suzy Davies, newly- 
elected Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
south Wales west, spent 
Friday at the centre near 
Bryncethin helping to 
clean out the cubicles 
and later went on home 
visits to help assess the 
suitability of some of 
the new homes being 
offered. 

The GEM reported 
last week how the cen¬ 
tre has seen a huge rise 
in the number of aban¬ 
doned cats and kittens 
in the area - coupled 
with a 26 per cent drop 
in the rehoming figures. 

This has left them 
with 246 cats and kit¬ 
tens in their care, and a 
list of almost 400 others 
waiting to come in. 

Suzy, who is a sup¬ 
porter of the charity, 
decided to offer her 
services as part of 
National Volunteers 
Week. It also ties in 
with another initiative 
called ‘Donate a Day’ 
which is being champi¬ 
oned by David 
Cameron. 

She explained: “The 
CPL is a charity which 
my family has support¬ 
ed for many years. I 
was horrified to see in 
The GEM last week 
about how they are 
being squeezed at the 
moment, with more cats 
and kittens coming in 
while fewer are going 
out. It’s a double wham¬ 
my. 

“When I was last at 
the centre earlier in the 
year, I was told that the 
recession is largely to 
blame, with people giv¬ 
ing up their pets when 
they lose their jobs. This 
also means that fewer 
people are willing to 
make the commitment

of taking in an animal.” 

Suzy spent Friday at 
the centre helping ini¬ 
tially to clean out the 
cat runs and kennels. 

She was assisted by 
Mark Major, who works 
in her office at the 
Assembly and who is 
also a keen cat lover, 
with four of his own. 

They were joined by 
two other young volun¬

Danielle, a student at 
Bridgend College, regu¬ 
larly gives up three days 
a week to help out.

The centre is very 
conscious of infection 
control and everything 
is done to prevent any 
cross infections from 
occurring. After her 
stint at the centre, Suzy 
spent the afternoon with 
a member of staff visit¬ 
ing potential homes to 
check that they are suit¬ 
able. 

“It was a very inter¬ 
esting and enlightening 
day,” she said. “The 
staff at this centre are 
hugely dedicated and 
we are very lucky to 
have this centre in 
South Wales. 

“I hope that by rais¬ 
ing the profile of the 
centre more people 
might be encouraged 
either to re-home a cat 
or kitten or to help in 
other ways. 

“This is an excellent 
charity and one I am 
very happy to support in 
any way I can.”

IN a move that 
could be seen as an 
example of how 
Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s 
Big Society might 
operate, the small 
community council 
at Wick has decided 
to go it alone and 
replace its commu¬ 
nity clerk with a 
volunteer. 


The council meets just 
once a month and the 
clerk’s job is very much a 
part-time position. The 
clerk, Karoline 

Whittington, has done 
the job for 12 years and 
earns on average less 
than £2,000 per annum 
for her efforts. 

The residents of Wick 
pay this sum out of the 
annual precept as part of 
their annual rates bill. 
The GEM understands 


that it is intended to use 
the cash saved on com¬ 
munity facilities. 

There are seven coun¬ 
cillors on Wick 
Community Council, and 
one who opposes the 
decision is Coun Mary 
Williams, who believes 
that the post is not suit¬ 
able for a volunteer. 

She told The GEM: “I 
want to acknowledge

“She has a responsible 
full-time position and, 
quite frankly, does not 
want to come back after 
the way this decision was 
taken.” 

Small councils have a 
history of sometimes get¬ 
ting very heated.

The Society of Local 
Council Clerks (SLCC) 
has said that it will take

Alan Slade, the assis¬ 
tant chief executive of 
the society, stated: “The 
Society of Local Council 
Clerks is a professional 
body which represents 
almost 4,000 clerks 
(local council managers) 
across England and 
Wales. 

“The clerk at Wick 
Community Council, Ms 
Karoline Whittington, is 
being supported by the 
SLCC in her appeal 
against being made 
redundant by the elected 
members. 

“The SLCC’s position 
is that a clerk cannot be 
made redundant where 
the work still exists and 
no alternative provision 
has been made by the 
council. 

“The society has 
called for an independent 
review of the situation at 
Wick CC and has con¬ 
cerns about the impartial¬ 
ity of the internal appeals 
committee appointed to 
handle the appeal against 
the termination of the 
clerk’s employment.” 

The chairman of the 
community council is 
Carol Brown, who she 
said: “In light of a coun¬ 
cillor’s approach to the 
press, I can confirm that 
Wick Community Council 
is undertaking a review 
of the role of its clerk. 

“The council is 
determined to ensure that 
we deliver excellent 
value for money for 
council taxpayers of 
Wick in these difficult 
financial times, and that 
we stay up-to-date in 
respect of the changing 
requirements of a small 
council like ours. 

“As the clerk’s salary 
and expenses account for 
75 per cent of the coun¬ 
cil's precept, it is 
inevitable that, along 
with other expenditure, 
this position is reviewed 
as we strive to do our 
best for the community 
we seek to serve. 

“As this review is still 
being undertaken, it 
would be inappropriate 
for me to comment fur¬ 
ther.”

The organisers, the 
Cardiff Transport 
Preservation Group, 
restores old buses not 
just from Cardiff, but 
throughout south-east 
Wales. 

Mike Taylor, chair¬ 
man, said: “The 
Festival of Transport 
attracts a wide range 
of classic, historic or 
vintage buses and 
coaches, but we also 
try to make the day 
interesting for all, with 
some commercial vehi¬ 
cles, a number of clas¬ 
sic cars and motorcy¬ 
cles of all ages. 

“Most of the vehicles 
were made in this 
country by long lost 
names, like Leyland, 
AEC, Austin, Morris, 
and Humber, but some 
may come from other 
parts of the world, 
though they are gener¬ 
ally vehicles you will 
not see on our roads 
today. 

“We have our own 
collection of heritage 
buses here in Barry 
and other owners bring 
their vehicles from 
many parts of Wales 


and England and it is a 
privilege to see the 
many hours of work 
that have been spent in 
restoration,” said 
spokesman Tudor 
Thomas. 

“The festival is a fun 
day for all the family 
and old fashioned Ford 
cars or Bristol buses 
can mix on the day 
with the odd Cadillac 
or Harley Davidson. 

“This year we have a 
mid 1960s Hong Kong 
bus that is rather spe¬ 
cial. We never know 
what will turn up, as 
exhibitors book late. 

“What is certain is 
that there will be a 
local Welsh flavour, 
with many old buses 
from around Wales. 

“The bus depot in 
Barry is home to more 
than 30 vintage buses, 
nearly all with a south 
Wales background 
with the oldest being 
over 60 years - a num¬ 
ber have been restored 
by members, while oth¬ 
ers await restoration. 

“The depot also 
hosts a display room 
which features historic 
uniforms, old ticket 
machines, driver and 
conductor badges, for¬ 
mer bus company 
records and photo¬ 
graphs; and we at the 
Cardiff Transport 
Preservation Group 
are always anxious to 
add to this memorabil¬ 
ia collection, especially 
if it has a Welsh collec¬ 
tion.”

This latest X Men 
outing certainly 
is First Class! 


W HETHER 
you sub¬ 
scribe to 
the world of Final 
Destination or not, 
fate certainly does 
seem to get its way; 
when Matthew 
Vaughn departed X 
Men: The Last 
Stand , after feeling 
that he didn't have 
enough time to 
make a film worthy 
of following the 
superb X2 , it 
seemed his ties to 
that universe had 
been cut forever. 

Fast forward five 
years, and Vaughn is 
now back in the bosom 
of the family as he takes 
on that very universe, 
and tells the tale of how 
the characters of the 
franchise became who 
they are. 

In X Men: First 
Class , we meet Charles 
Xavier (James McAvoy) 
and Erik Lensherr 
(Michael Fassbender), 
two men with mutant 
abilities whose upbring¬ 
ing and lives have made 
the former happy to fit 
in while the latter feels 
like an outcast. 

However, when 
Sebastian Shaw (Kevin 
Bacon) forges a plan to 
use the Cuban missile 
crisis to start a war to 
bring mutants to the 
fore, CIA agent Moira 
MacTaggert (Rose 
Byrne) recruits Xavier 
and Lensherr to find 
other mutants and stop 
Shaw’s dastardly plan... 

While the first X Men 
arguably started the lat¬ 
est wave of comic book 
adaptations, and its 
sequel was that rare 
beast in being superior 
to its forebear, the 
wheels came off with 
the third instalment. 

Going back in time 
for a prequel was the 
order of the day, and it’s 
a move that pays won¬ 
derful dividends, as 
First Class more than 
lives up to its name. 

Matthew Vaughn’s 
second bite at the X 
cherry brings a pleasing 
pace and deftness of 
touch that harkens back 
to the Singer films. 

Having flashed his 
action credentials previ¬ 
ously, here he lets loose 
with some superb set- 
pieces, whether it’s the 
tense missile-led stand¬ 
off or an infiltration 
sequence that highlights 
the teleporting powers 
of the evil Azrael. 

Yet, like many who 
have directed this genre, 
he appreciates that you 
need to ground the spec¬ 
tacle in an engaging

narrative and with char¬ 
acters you care about, 
something his script 
with Jane Goldman cer¬ 
tainly achieves. 

While the pacing 
sometimes feels a little 
too frenetic, the pair 
sketch the central rela¬ 
tionship between Xavier 
and Lensherr with intri¬ 
cacy. Their opposing 
ideologies has always 
been the crux of the X 
Men stories, and here 
we learn about their 
friendship and what 
drives them apart 

It helps that they are 
embodied by two fan¬ 
tastic actors, with both 
James McAvoy and 
Michael Fassbender 
delivering excellent per¬ 
formances. McAvoy 
shows a cheeky charm 
and charisma that is a 
million miles away from 
Patrick Stewart’s rendi¬ 
tion of the character, yet 
gives the character the 
steely resolve and sense 
of responsibility that is 
all too familiar. 

Meanwhile, 

Fassbender shows a grit 
and quiet malice as the 


soon-to-be Magneto, 
again like McAvoy 
delivering a nuanced 
turn that only slightly 
evokes Ian McKellen, 
but offering something 
fresh and wholly engag¬ 
ing. 

The rest of the cast 
all serve their purpose, 
with performances rang¬ 
ing from good to strong, 
the likes of Kevin 
Bacon, January Jones, 
Rose Byrne and Jennifer 
Lawrence all bringing 
the characters to life 
regardless of screen¬ 
time. 

Even at over two 
hours, there is still 
much that could have 
been included, the film 
feeling a little too 
rushed for its own good 
- with some subplots 
and characters short¬ 
changed by the necessi¬ 
ty of the story hanging 
on the relationship of 
Xavier and Lensherr. 

However, this is still 
a superb way back into 
the world of X, and 
should Vaughn and co 
return for a second help¬ 
ing there is still plenty 
to mine from the fallout 
of First Class. 

VERDICT - A stylish 
and swish action film 
that balances brains 
with brawn, X Men: 
First Class returns a 
sheen to the franchise. 
Directed with levity and 
no lack of skill by 
Matthew Vaughn, and 
anchored by superb 
turns by James McAvoy 
and Michael 
Fassbender, this film 
most certainly is First 
Class! Highly recom¬ 
mended.

Gaining an 
insight into 
life on the 
front line... 


W HAT next, Sir?’ is 
the question that 
some 20-year-old 
Army officers will hear 
from soldiers whilst under 
attack from a foreign 
enemy. 

That is the sort of decision 
making and leadership that 
young officers in the British 
Army have to demonstrate on 
an all too regular basis. 

During the parliamentary 
recess last week, I visited the 
Army Officer Training College 
at Sandhurst to support some 
of our Afghanistan war veter¬ 
ans and to witness the training 
that officer cadets undertake 
before commanding a group of 
soldiers. 

Their training is rigorous 
and crosses all types of warfare 
that our servicemen and 
women could have to 
encounter; be it from tradition¬ 
al combat to jungle warfare, to 
defending political attacks in 
the desert and beyond. 

The most interesting aspect 
of the training I witnessed 
crossed three days. 

It was a scenario leading up 
to an election day in a foreign 
land, where there were tensions 
between various community 
groups. 

Half of the company were 
posing as the public and the 
others as soldiers using all their 
resources to secure and man¬ 
age a peaceful ballot. 

Those posing as the general 
public were briefed to act as 
religious leaders, heads of 
tribes and other roles to repli¬ 
cate an extreme scenario. 

Some protested that the 
army was biased, others com¬ 
plained about vote rigging and 
others were out to cause as 
much trouble as possible. 

The purpose of this setting 
was to test the leadership and 
decision making of officer 
cadets. 

In one tense scenario, a girl 
claimed to have been attacked, 
which led to a riot. 

The consequence was that a 
soldier was dragged from a 
‘safe-house’ in an outburst of 
violence. 

The officer under assessment 
had to determine how to act.

Should he direct a shooting 
and risk the life of their col¬ 
league and of some civilians? 

Would that escalate the ten¬ 
sion or would it give the best 
chance of protecting his col¬ 
league who was being attacked 
in the open? 

What alternative actions 
could he take? What was the 
risk of not acting? How should 
he best calm the situation? 

This was a mock-up of a sit¬ 
uation that our brave service¬ 
men could be charged with 
handling in just five months’ 
time, when some of them will 
be commanding in 
Afghanistan. 

These young people are 
amongst the most impressive 
individuals I have ever met. 

All between the ages of 18 
and 28; many will be com¬ 
manding a group of soldiers, 
much older than themselves 
with far greater experience. 

However, their discipline, 
intellect, leadership, manage¬ 
ment and communication skills 
were second to none, and puts 
them apart from most other 
people. 

I greatly admire the young 
officers I met whilst at 
Sandhurst, and meeting the 
war veterans and hearing their 
stories was a real privilege.

Shot squirrels spark

and had been committed 
to the crown court for 
sentence. 

Judge Philip 

Richards sentenced her 
to 72 days imprison¬ 
ment, but in view of the 
time she had been on 
remand, she was 
released immediately.

“I hope you can put 
all these matters behind 
you.”

Plans for old Maesteg chapel 


AN old chapel in Maesteg is set 
to have a new lease of life as a 
cultural centre.

P ENDOYLAN 
Church in 
Wales 

Primary School 
has an overwhelm¬ 
ing demand for 
places - but when 
you consider the 
dedicated leader¬ 
ship of the gover¬ 
nors and staff, and 
the fact that the 
school is celebrat¬ 
ing the laying of 
foundations for a

the school emphasises 
the commitment that 
the funding bodies - 
the Vale Council, the 
Llandaff Diocese of 
the Church in Wales 
and the Welsh 
Assembly - have for 
rural education.

The school dates 
back to 1873, but its 
new incarnation will 
include a new single 
storey building which 
will house an assem¬ 
bly hall, an additional 
four classrooms, a cre¬ 
ative arts teaching 
area and dining room. 

The design promis¬ 
es to deliver a brighter 
and lighter teaching 
environment. 

The school, staff 
and governors, and the 
construction company 
responsible for the 
new project recently 
took part of a day out 
to celebrate the start 
of work. 

The construction 
company undertaking 
the project is ISG 
Pearce Wales, and the 
regional director Jon 
James commented: 

“We are delighted 
to have been chosen 
by the school and 


Llandaff Diocese of 
the Church in Wales to 
build an exciting and 
important building for 
the village, and the 
generations to come. 

“Our team is look¬ 
ing forward to deliver¬ 
ing a building that 
everyone can be proud 
of.” 

The scheme is a 
real team effort with 
ISG Pearce working 
with architects 
Petersen Williams, 
structural engineers 
the Austin Partnership, 
mechanical and engi¬ 
neering firm Hicks 
Titley Partnership and 
quantity surveyors EC 
Harris on the con¬ 
struction project. 

The development 
includes a number of 
sustainable features 


including a geother¬ 
mal heating system 
and drainage system. 

Wherever possible 
materials produced 
during demolition 
work at the school 
will be recycled and 
used in the construc¬ 
tion work. 

By next year, the 
site will have been 
transformed with a 
building that blends 
the older traditional 
part of the school with 
a stylish, contempo¬ 
rary addition (see 
illustration).

focus of the town is 
the historic centre, 
with its narrow 
streets which mean¬ 
der here and there, 
and its buildings that 
have centuries of 
character ingrained 
in them. 

In fact, this picture 
perfect view of the 
town will be shown 
off to its best advan¬ 
tage on Saturday, 
June 18, when the 
Victorian Fayre is 
staged and the town 
is packed with stalls 
and various types of 
street entertainment. 

The fayre takes 
place every other year 
and is an established 
attraction in the Vale 
calendar. 

For others, 
Llantwit’s big attrac¬

Wales. It is close 
enough to the main 
population centres to 
be convenient, but far 
enough away to feel 
relaxed. 

Barry, Cardiff and 
Bridgend are all with¬ 
in easy reach, but 
even closer is the 
Heritage Coast, with 
its cliff walks, bays 
and beautiful beach¬ 
es. 

Add to that the 
numerous small vil¬ 
lages, with their own 
ancient churches, and 
you have a treasure 
trove of rural charac¬ 
ter on your doorstep. 

The Rev Huw

years old! 

However, the

CHAPEL PROJECT WILL 
ENHANCE THE TOWN S 
TOURISM PROSPECTS 


L lantwit 
MAJOR’S 
association 
with St Illtud has 
long provided a 
rich historical lega¬ 
cy for the town - 
one which many 
feel could be a 
springboard for a 
boost to the town's 
‘heritage tourism’ 
potential. 

These prospects 
could be given an extra 
push next year when the 
ambitious plans to 
rebuild the Galilee 
Chapel - at present a 
ruined add-on to the 
western end of St 
Illtud’s Church - are 
implemented. 

The GEM recently 
met two of the team 
who are working to 
make this project a real¬ 
ity, the new Rector of 
the Llantwit Major 
benefice, Rev Huw 
Butler, and the secretary 
of the project, Mr 
Clifford Edge. 

The project will 
involve building a 
‘frame’ around the 
existing historic stone 
walls of the chapel, 
adding a slate roof, and 
then using glass to ‘fill 
in’ the spaces where the 
stone walls are missing. 

The use of glass will 
have the added bonus of 
bathing the new build¬ 
ing in natural light, a 
desirable side effect 
because of what will be 
on display there. 

But more of that 
later... 

The project was 
already at quite an 
advanced stage when 
Rev Butler took up his 
post last year, but when 
he arrived, the total cost 
of £550,000 made it a 
distant project, although 
around £200,000 had 
been raised or promised. 
What transformed

things was a grant from 
the Heritage Lottery 
fund of £300,000, and 
suddenly all involved 
started to see a light at 
the end of the tunnel. 

In fact, Clifford Edge 
believes that it might be 
possible to make an 
early start before the 
final total is raised, and 
add on the extras such 
as catering facilities 
later. 

Certainly, he feels 
that work should start 
next year. 

There should be great 


interest in the Galilee 
Chapel once the build¬ 
ing is complete. The 
intention is to make it a 
centre for the study of 
Celtic Christianity, and 
the centre piece of the 
chapel will be the exist¬ 
ing collection of Celtic 
stones and crosses, 
which date back to the 
eighth and ninth cen¬ 
turies. 

These crosses are 
much older than the 
church which houses 
them. St Illtud’s Church 
is made up of two

halves - the West 
Church which was built 
in the 11th Century, and 
the comparatively ‘new’ 
east Church (15th 
Century). 

The exciting thing 
about the Celtic crosses 
and stones on show in 
the church is that, in the 
words of Huw Butler, 
“There is just as much 
buried as there is on 
show.” 

It will cost £22,000 
to excavate the stones, 
and then install them in 
the Galilee Chapel, but 
they should be a mighti¬ 
ly impressive sight 
when the work is done! 

Both Rev Butler and 
Clifford Edge think that 
this new centrepiece 
will be a big attraction 
to visitors, and that it 
will focus attention on 
the rich history of the 
town, because Llantwit 
Major plays an impor¬ 
tant part in the story of 
Christianity itself. 

It was the Romans 
who brought the reli¬ 


gion to Britain, but 
when they left, it all but 
disappeared. 

It was revived by 
Illtud, a Welsh monk, 
who founded a monastic 
order in Llantwit Major 
in the year 500 - a cen¬ 
tury before Augustine 
landed in Kent. 

Illtud’s missionaries 
went, in particular, to 
Ireland and Brittany, 
and Clifford Edge 
believes that the town 
can benefit from 
emphasising the role 
that Llantwit has played 
in Celtic history. 

In fact, there are 
already strong ties in a 
number of areas 
between the Celts in 
Wales, the Gaelic Irish, 
the Bretons in France 
and the Cornish nation 
as well. 

The Celtic music fes¬ 
tival held each year in 
Porthcawl already 
draws visitors from all 
these countries.

He asked the council 
what compensation 
would be available to 
the school to pay for the 
damage and what tech¬ 
nical help is available 
from the council to the 
school. 

Coun Huw David , 
cabinet member for 
resources, told Coun 
Unwin that this type of 
damage was not cov¬ 
ered in the council’s 
insurance policies. 

He said that the coun¬ 
cil had assisted the 
school in recent years to 
make its fences stock 
proof and £47,000 has 
been spent on this work 
- some as late as March 
this year. 

Further damage to 


the fence has been esti¬ 
mated at almost 
£20,000, which the 
school’s governing 
body is responsible for 
funding - although the 
council will work with 
them to see what assis¬ 
tance can be given. 

He pointed out that 
the school is carrying 
forward a “significant” 
underspend into this 
current financial year 
and so should be able to 
meet the repair costs. 

Coun David stated 
that the fence has to be 
stock proofed before 
work is done to the sur¬ 
face of the sports field. 

He added that an 
alternative venue will 
be found for the sports 
day, if necessary.

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Four call-outs on busy 
weekend for the Barry 
Lifeboat’s volunteers 


VOLUNTEERS who 
respond to calls at Barry’s 
lifeboat station were called 
out on Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday last weekend. 

The first came when the crew 
responded to a call for help from 
a 37ft motor cruiser on Friday 
morning, a spokesperson reports. 

The cruiser had broken down a 
few miles off Nash Point. The two 
crew members on board were 
very unlucky to have suffered 
engine failure so soon after a 
complete overhaul of the boat. 

Luckily for them they had the 
right equipment on board and 
were fully prepared for any even¬ 
tuality. 

Richy Tutton, full time 
mechanic at Barry Dock Lifeboat 
Station said: “This incident just 
goes to show how important it is 
to have the right equipment on 
board and to be ready to deal with 
the unexpected. 

“RNLI sea safety checks are 
available free of charge to all boat 
owners - just go to 
www.RNLI.org.uk to organise 
one.’ 

It also underlined the impor¬ 
tance of local employers’ support 
for volunteer crew members on 
their staff. 


The RNLI is grateful to all 
those employers who release 
crew from their day jobs at a 
moment’s notice. 

On Saturday afternoon, the 
crew had responded to a call from 
a concerned member of the public 
who had contacted the 
Coastguard to report that a 
paraglider had landed in water off 
Nash Point. 

The lifeboat started searching 
but was relieved to find that what 
had actually landed was a big 
bunch of helium balloons, which 
the crew disposed of safely. 

The crew returned to station in 
time to enjoy the annual RNLI 
barbecue, which was held at 
Barry Yacht Club. 

However, seven crew members 
were unable to sample any of the 
liquid refreshments on offer, in 
case there was another emergency 
call that evening. 

As it happens, the pagers went 
off at 5.06am and the crew 
responded to reports of a person 
in the water. The boat was even¬ 
tually stood down as the woman 
had been found by the RAF Sea 
King rescue helicopter and taken 
to hospital. Her condition is 
unknown at this time.” 

Later that morning, the lifeboat 
headed out of the harbour once 


again to find a boat that was trans¬ 
mitting on emergency radio chan¬ 
nels. 

As the transmission was con¬ 
tinuous, contact could not be 
made via radio and other vessels 
in trouble could not use the emer¬ 
gency channel. 

The boat was found safe and 
well after a two-hour search near 
Newport. The crew were unaware 
that they had transmitting on such 
an important channel. 

ENGINE TROUBLE 

The Barry Dock Lifeboat Crew 
have experienced engine trouble 
of their own this week. The sta¬ 
tion’s Trent class lifeboat has 
sprung an oil leak and has had to 
come out of the water for repair. 

An all-weather lifeboat from 
the RNLI’s relief fleet is on station 
until the usual boat is repaired. 

The RNLI is grateful to the 
Barry fundraising branch and for 
the ongoing support of the local 
people who are so generous in 
their funding of this essential 
service. 

Lifeboats across the UK save 
an average of 22 lives a day and 
are on call 24 hours of every day 
of the year.

A star-studded

family of Colin 
Humphreys, a boxer who 
used to train with 
Porthcawl and Pyle 
Boxing Club 40 years 
ago. 

In fact, at the end of 
the evening, the head 
coach of Pyle and 
Porthcawl, Aubrey 
Lewis, told The GEM 
that he remembered 
sparring with Colin all 
those years ago. 

Colin was a Welsh 
champion welter-weight 
who turned pro at 17, 
and seemed on his way 
to a meeting with Brian 
Curvis - until eye prob¬ 
lems forced a premature 
end to his career. 

Colin went on to raise 
a family and he contin¬ 
ued to follow boxing, 
and in his later years, he 
told his sons that he 
wished he had been able 
to do more to support the 
club where he started. 

Neither of his sons, 
Jonathan and Richard, 
followed him into box¬ 
ing, but they both played 
rugby and several other 
sports, and the elder 
brother, Jonathan 

Humphreys, went on to 
be a Welsh international, 
representing Wales and 
the British Lions as a 
hooker, and is now a 
coach at the Ospreys.. 

When their father 
died, they remembered 
what he had said about 
the boxing club and 
organising the charity 
sports forum became a 
family affair, as they 
were joined by their 
brother-in-law, Ed Ellis, 
a former Llanelli rugby 
player and now the 
group finance operations 
manager with the 
Sinclair Group. 

The Sinclair Group 
also sponsored the 
evening. 


Richard, who is a 
teacher at Corneli 
Primary School, said: 
“Edward was the driving 
force behind this, and he 
did so much of the 
organisation. Jonathan 
and I helped and 
Jonathan, of course, used 
his rugby contacts to put 
the evening together.” 

He did a fine job, 
because the onstage 
panel for the forum con¬ 
sisted of the three 
regional chiefs already 
mentioned, Nicky Piper 
representing Welsh box¬ 
ing, and more informed 
rugby opinion from Tom 
Shanklin and Danny 
Grewcock. 

Scrum V’s Rick 
O’Shea, who went to 
UWIC with Jonathan 
Humphreys, proved to 
be a brilliant master of 
cermonies, and the auc¬ 
tion was conducted by 
Ospreys coach Sean 
Holley. 

In fact, if the Ospreys 
backs had handled the 
ball this year as smooth¬ 
ly as Sean handled the 
auction, there would 
have been another piece 
of silverware in the 
Liberty Stadium trophy 
cabinet! 

That auction saw a 
Kenny Dalglish signed 
Liverpool number seven 
shirt go for £600, and a 
Cesc Fabregas Spanish 
shirt go for £450. 

A similar price was 
raised for a Swansea 
City shirt, worn in the 
play-off final at 
Wembley the previous 
Monday!

SPORTS clubs in 
the Vale have been 
given a record 
amount of funding 
this year through 
the ‘Community 
Chest’ grants 
scheme.

Sport for girls in the 
Vale was also given a 
boost, with the other 
grants including £1,482 
for Sully Sports FC to 
establish a girls under- 
Ms team, Barry 
Basketball Club receiv¬ 
ing £1,300 to start a girls’ 
team, and Penarth 
Cricket Club being 
awarded £1,000 to devel¬ 
op and support a team for 
girls at under-9s. 

The Vale Council’s 
sports and play develop¬ 
ment manager Karen 
Davies said: “The 

Community Chest 
scheme has now been in 
place for over a decade, 
and has helped hundreds 
of local clubs either get 
up and running or grow.”

The real Tests are yet to come... 


B efore the kick-off 
there was plenty to 
celebrate - after all, 
the Baabaas team of all 
the talents were in town 
to mark the Welsh Rugby 
Union’s 130th anniver¬ 
sary - with a massed 
choir of 1,000 male voices 
lined up to lead the 
singing on what promised 
to be a vintage occasion in 
Cardiff on Saturday. 

With other notable land¬ 
marks, such as outside half 
Stephen Jones’ record- 
equalling 100th capped 
appearance for Wales, the 
Blues’ lauded openside Sam 
Warburton captaining his 
country for the first time, and 
the second coming of the enig¬ 
matic Gavin Henson after two 
years’ self-imposed exile, the 
stage seemed set for a particu¬ 
larly intriguing 80 minutes of 
rugby at the Millennium 
Stadium. 

After all, this was the first of 
just four outings remaining 
before Wales depart for the 
more serious business of 
Rugby World Cup 2011 in 
New Zealand this September. 
Hence the controversial 


decision to award Welsh caps 
for what was essentially an 
exhibition match with the 
Barbarians (a move not sur¬ 
prisingly questioned by former 
greats such as Mervyn Davies 
and Barry John). 

In breaking with convention 
and awarding it full Test sta¬ 
tus, head coach Warren 
Gatland had implicitly 
declared that this was a game 
he fully expected to win, 
notwithstanding that a whole 
clutch of first choice players 
were absent from the team 
sheet. 

Indeed, while all of those on 
duty against the Baabaas have 
subsequently been included in 
the preliminary 45-man Welsh 
squad for the World Cup, real¬ 
istically many players know 
they will have a struggle to 
make the final cut of 30 that 
will head Down Under, let 
alone figure in the starting 
line-up when the real hostili¬ 
ties begin. 

So in this sense, it really was 
a Test - if only of Welsh squad 
strength in a game-time envi¬ 
ronment - plus a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to see how fringe candi¬ 
dates fared against some of the 
best players in the world in 
their individual positions

(albeit operating in an unfa¬ 
miliar team line-up). 

As expected where a 
Baabaas match is concerned , 
the tries came thick and fast - 
two for Wales in the first half 
(George North and Morgan 
Stoddart) to three by the 
Barbarians, (including one by 
man-of-the-match Sergio 
Parisse) to leave the home 
team trailing 14-19 at half 
time. 

The second half then saw 
Wales forge ahead with two 
more tries, by Mike Phillips 
and Aled Brew (atoning for his 
10 minutes in the sin bin) and 
this prompted a mass influx 
from the Wales replacement 
bench. 

With eight minutes left and 
the score at 28-19, midfield 
general Stephen Jones depart¬ 
ed, the Welsh camp presum¬ 
ably thinking the game was 
won. 

If so, it was a fatal error - as 
not for the first time an error- 
prone Wales let victory slip 
through their fingers (almost 
literally) at the death. 

In the blink of an eye, that 


nine-point lead vanished with 
the Barbarians racing over for 
two quick tries, one of which 
was converted, to make the 
final score 31-28 in their 
favour. 

While the Welsh camp may 
dismiss the result as of no real 
significance in terms of their 
World Cup prospects ( given 
the absence of around nine 
first choice players and the 
unique nature of a Baabaas 
invitation fixture) they surely 
cannot have it both ways - for 
if it wasn’t a serious Test 
match, why then classify it as 
such? 

The reality is that in the 
final run-in to a World Cup, 
continued defeats can hardly 
be said to do wonders for the 
team’s psychological well 
being, as Gatland’s predeces¬ 
sor found when he took his 
team to play England at 
Twickenham before the last ill- 
fated World Cup campaign. 

The Kiwi will certainly not 
want to see history repeated 
when the two teams meet 
again in August before flying 
Down Under. 


Before then, the Welsh have 
much work to do in the two 
planned summer training 
camps, if the persistent prob¬ 
lems that have stifled and 
afflicted Welsh play (again in 
evidence on Saturday) are to 
be ironed out in time. 

These were succinctly 
summed up in post-match 
quotes by two of the players 
themselves. 

Scarlets centre Jonathan 
Davies admitted: “We need to 
be more accurate and clinical 
when we get opportunities”. 

Dragons back rower Dan 
Lydiate acknowledged: “It’s all 
about closing out games...We 
didn’t do it and we got 
punished.” 

The challenge, come the 
World Cup, is to ensure that 
these basic flaws have at last 
been eliminated if another 
early exit is to be avoided.
